Text of President Wilson^s 


Plea to Congress for Power 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Tn his address 
to congress today asking power for 
armed 
neutrality. 
President 
Wilson 
spoke as follows: 


"I have again asked the privilege of 
iiddressing you because we are moving 
through critical times during which 
it seems to me to be my duty to keep 
in close touch with the house of con- 
gress so neither action or council shall 
run at cross purposes. 


"On the third of February I official- 
ly informed you of the sudden and un- 
expected action of the imperial Oe— 
man government in declaring its ¡-.iteo- 
tlon to disregard promises made to this 
government in April last and under- 
take immediate submarine operations 
againstall commerce, whether of bellig- 
erents oi'-neutrals that,should seek to 
rpproachi England and Ireland, 
the 
Atlantic coasts of Europe, or the har- 
bors of thé eastern Mediteri-anean and 
to conduct those operations without 
regard to the established restrictions of 
international practice, without regard 
to any consideration of humanity even 
which might interfere with their ob- 
servance. The threat was immediately 
put into practice. 
It has now been 
in execution for nearly four weeks. 
Neutral Commerce Suffers. 


"Its practical results are not fully 
disclosed. 
The commerce 
of 
pther 
neutral nations is suffering severely, 
but not, perhaps very much more se- 
verely than it was already suffering 
before the first of February when the 
new policy of the'imperial government 
was put into operation. We have asked 
the co-operation of other neutral gov- 
ernments to prevent these depreda- 
tions, but I fear none df them thought 
it was wise to join.us.

Authorities Define It 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Armed neu- 
trality is described by authorities on 
international law as military measures 
for thé purpose of defending rights of 
neutrals against threatening infringe- 
ments on the part of a belligerent.

has generally concerned more than 
one power and the most striking his- 
torical instances of armed neutrality 
were t h o ^ of the northern European 
powers in 1780 and 1800 made to de- 
fend the principle of free ships and 
free goods adopted by treaty between 
the Baltic powers and opposed by Eng- 
land. 


"If the commercial interests of sev- 
eral nations," says one authority, "are 
threatened

found his wife dead on the floor of the 
kitchen. 
She had taken the muzzle of 
the revolver between her lips and fired. 


Mahnke 
entered 
the 
bedroom. 
He 
found his daughter 
lying 
on the bed. 
She had been shot through the head, and 
her life 
slowly 
wa» 
ebbing 
away.

vessels to leave the United States for 
Elurope after relation with Germany 
were severed. 
Both ships sailed from 
New York Felwuary 10 for Bordeaux. 
They were said by their owners to be 
loaded with non-contraband 
freight, 
consisting chiefly 
of 
canned fruits, 
meats, machinery and a few motor 
trucks. 
The Orleans is a vessel of 
2,808 gro3.s tonnage and carries a crew 
of thirty-five persons, thirty-two 
of 
whom, including Captain Allen Tucker, 
are Americans. 
Like the 
Rochester 
the Orleans 
had

flag 
painted on each side as well as the 
name of the ship, which was in letters 
large enough to be read three miles 
away with glasses.

The president completed his address 
to congress early this morning and it 
was sent to the public printer at 9:30 
o'clock.

Not an Act of War. 


To ask for authority to use the forces 
of the United States to protect rights is 
not in any sense to ask for a declara- 
tion of war, nor is it an act of war. 
It 
is to prepare the United States for what 
may be warlike acts by any other na- 
tion. 


Mr. Wilson's decision to go before 
congress was partly caused by the fact 
that Germany's campaign is keeping 
American ships tied up in American 
ports. 
Such a condition the 
presi- 
dent will point out is unbearable. 


Democratic leaders of 
the 
senate 
and house %vore notified and arrange- 
ments were made for the president's 
appearance before a joint session in 
the haJl of the house. 


Two Methods Considered. 


Arming American merchantmen or 
convoying them through the war zone 
are two methods of protecting Ameri- 
can commerce to be considered. 
Ex- 
actly what steps will be taken has not 
been revealed. 


The president decided that before 
congress adjourned for the session it 
was necessary that he be given ad-li- 
tlonal authority to protect American 
rights. 
There have been reports that 
such a move would be opposed in con- 
gress but ho decided to take the ^tep. 


It* his address 
the president was 
prepared to point out that Germany 
since the bi eak in diplomatic relations, 
indicated her determination to go for- 
ward with her campaign of ruthless- 
ness, despite the protests of neutrals 
whose rights are invaded, 
dent Is represented as confident that 
congress T\ill rise to the occasion and 
give him the desired authority. 


Anxious to Avoid War. 


The president is still as anxious as 
ever. It was said, to avoid war with 
Germany, but is determined to protect 
American rights. 


I'resident Wilson is still confident 
that an extra session of congress will 
be unnecessary. 
The situation 
out- 
lined in his address, he believes, is 
such that congress will give him the 
desired authority ungrudgingly. 
He 
hî» carefully looked up the precedent 
and found that on previous occasions 
the United States has taken tne posi- 
tion 
of 
armed 
neutrality 
without 


elementary rights as a neutral nation. 
It would be most impudent to be un- 
prepared. 


"I cannot, in such circumstances, be 
unmindful of the fact that the expira- 
tion of the terms of the present con- 
gress is immediately ¡^t hand by con- 
stitutional limitation and that It would 
in all likelihood require an 
unusual 
length of time to assemble and organ- 
ize the congress which is to succeed. 


Asks Full Assurance. 


"I feel that I ought, in view of that 
fact, to obtain from you full and im- 
mediate assurance of authority which 
I may need at any moment to exercise. 
No doubt I already possess that au- 
thority without special warrant of law 
by the 
plain Implication of my con- 
stitutional duties and powers, but I 
prefer, in the 
present circumstances, 
not to act upon general implication. 
I 
wish to feel that the authority and 
the power of the congress are behind 
me in whatever may become necessary 
for me to do. 
We are jointly the serv- 
ants of the people and must act to- 
gether and in their spirit, so far as we 
can divine and interpret it. 


Calls It Plain Duty. 


"No one doubts that it is our duty 
to do so. 
We must defend our com- 
merce and the lives of our people in 
the midst of the present trying circum- 
stances with discretion but with clear 
and 
steadfast 
purpose. 
Only 
the 
method and the extent remain to be 
chosen, upon the occasion. If occasion 
should indeed arise. 


"Since it has unhappily proved im- 
possible 
to 
safeguard 
our 
neutral 
rights by diplomatic 
means 
against 
the unwarranted Infringements they 
are suffering at the hands of Germany, 
there may be no recourse but to armed 
neutrality, which we shall know how 
to maintain and for which there is 
abundant American precedent. 


Hopes to Avoid Clash. 


"It is devoutly to be hoped that it 
will not be necessary to put armed 
force anywhere Into action. The Amer- 
ican people do not desire it and our de- 
sire is not different from theirs. 
I 
am sure that they will understand the 
spiiit in which 1 am noAV acting, the 
purpose I hold nearest my heart and 
would wish to exhibit in everything I 
do. 
I am anxious that the people of 
the nations at war also should under- 
stand and not mistrust us. I hope that 
I need give no further proofs and as- 
surances than I have already given 
throughout nearly three years of anx- 
ious patience ^hat I am the friend of 
peace and mean to preserve It for 
America so long as I am able. 
I am 
not now proposing or contemplating 
war or any steps that need lead to it. I 
merely request thf^J you will accord 
me by your own vote and definite be- 
stowal the means and the authority to 
safeguard in practice the rights of a 
great people who are at peace and who 
are desirous of enforcing none but the 
rights of peace to follow tho pur.suit 
of peace in quietness and good will— 
rights recognized time out of mind by 
all the civilized nations of the world. 
No course of my choosing or of theins 
will lead to war. 
AVar can come only 
by the willful acts and aggressions of 
others. 


Makes No Deflinito Forecasts. 


"You will understand 
why I can 
make no definite proposals or fore- 
casts of action now and must ask for 
your supporting authority in the most 
genei-al terms. 
The form in 
which 
action may become necessary cannot 
yet be foreseen. 
I believe the peo- 
ple will be willing to trust me to act 
with restraint, with prudence and In 
the true spirit of amity and good faith 
that they have themselves displayed 
throughout these trying months; and 
It is in that belief that I request that 
you will authorize me to supply our 
merchant ships 
with 
defense arms, 
should that 
become 
necessary, and 
with the means of using them, and to 
employ any other instrumentalities or 
methods 
that may be necessary and 
adequate to protect our ships and our 
people In their legitimate and peaceful 
pursuits on the seas. 
I request also 
that you will grant me at the same 
time, along with the powers I ask, a 
sufficient credit to enable me to pro- 
vide adecjliate 
means 
of protection 
where they are lacking, Including ade- 
quate insurance against the 
present 
war risks. 


Human Rights at Stake. 


"I have spoken of our commerce and 
of the legitimate errands of our people 
on the seas, but you will not be misled 
as to my main thought, the thought 
that lies beneath these phrases and 
gives them dignity and weight. 
It is 
not of material Interest merely that we 
are thinking. 
It is rather of funda- 
mental human rights, chief of all the 
right of life itself. 
I am thinking not 
only of the rights of Americans to go 
and come about their proper business 
by way of the sea, but also on some- 
thing much deeper, much more funda- 
mental than that. 


"I am thinking of those rights of 
humanity without which there is no 
civilization. My theme Is of those great 
principles Of compassion and of pro- 
tection which mankind has sought to 
throw about human lives, the lives of 
non-combatants, the lives of men who 
are peacefully at work keeping 
the 
industrial processes of the world quick 
and vital, the lives of women and chil- 
dren and of those who supply the labor 
which ministers to their sustenance.

AIRSHIP ASE KILLED 


Berlin. February 26.—Fourteen men 
were killed by the destruction of the 
French airship reported in yesterday's 
official communication to have been 
brought down by the German defensive 
fire. 
Additional details regarding this 
incident were given out here only to- 
day as follows: ^ 


"The French airship brought down 
on Friday night was set ablaze by our 
anti-aircraft fire. It fell in flames near 
Weelferdingen, west 
of Saargemund 
(in Lorraine). 
When it landed the 
ammunition which it carried exploded. 
The crew, consisting of fourteen men. 
were killed. 


The damage to the airship does not 
prevent ascertaining the details of con- 
struction."

Staggering to a 
window, she 
called to her husband, who was play- 


ing ball with some neighbor's children, 
and then fell in a pool of blood beside 
the baby's crib. 


Lipe found his wife Insensible, with 
bullet wounds In her breast and ab- 
domen. 
At the Methodist hospital, to 
which she was taken, it is said she has 
a chance to recover. 


Sergeant Streit and a squad of police 
went to the Lipe home to investigate, 
as a report h a d been circulated 
that 
there was a n attempt to m u r d e r the 
woman. 


First Aid Given. 


Physicians were called and gave first 
aid treatment before Mrs. Lipe was 
sent to the hospital in a municipal a m - 
bulance. 
Operations were performed 
to remove the bullets. 


Lipe, who ia vice president of t h e C. 
R. Pease Construction company, could 
assign no reason for his wife attempt- 
ing to take her life. H e told the police 
they had never had any trouble and 
that she had been In unusually good 


spirits when he left the house a f e w 
moments before. 
H e said he found 
three empty cartridges in the revolver 
lying beside his wife, although 
only 
two bullets had entered her body. 


Mrs. Henry C. Stevens, 4321 Belle- 
fontalne street, was one of the first of 
the neighbors to reach t h e home after 
the shooting. 
She told the police that 
she did not hear t h e shots fired, but 
saw Lipe stop playing with the chil- 
dren a n d r u n into the house. 
Other 
neighbors heard Mrs. Lipe call to her 
husband f r o m the window. 
The hus- 
band told the police he heard 
some- 
thing like a revolver being fired. He 
said he was not sure whether 
there 
were two or three reports. 


Says Wife Seemed Happy. 


" b u r first baby was born two weeks 
ago," Lipe said, "and m y wife was 
feeling good. Two days ago the nurse 
left, and today the maid was off, so I 
helped my wife get the noon 
meal. 
She seemed very happy. 
After we had

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Voting for the Vote. 


The provision in the new Indiana part-suffrage law which be- 
stows npon women the right to vote next September for delegates to 
the constitutional convention marks a departure that is unique in thé 
^history of the suffrage movement. It will be the first instance in the 
. United States or elsewhere in which the ladies are permitted by bal- 
;.3òt to have a voice in saying whether or no they shall have the full 
'^suffrage privilege. The circumstance is so unique, and is held of such 
vital importance to the suffrage cause that the Indiana action has 
-been made the subject of a special bulletin just issued by the National 
"^i^merican Woman Suffrage association, with headquarters at "Wash- 
-ington. 
- 
Equal suffrage has thus far been granted in the United States 
Solely by consent of the men, observes the-bulletin, but both in the 
r^hoice of delegates to the constitutional convention and in thè vote on 
rthe ratification of their work, the women will have full opportunity 
!to speak through the ballot box. One may be very certain that the 
[kiuestion of full equal suffrage will cut a very large figure when it 
"Ccomes to framing the new constitution. Indeed, it is likely to be an 
important consideration in the selection of delegates to the convention 
;!body. With the ballot in their hands the women will in all probabil- 
;ity insist on knowijig something of the vicAvs of the candidates for 
"Relegates before they go to the polls in September. 
" 
It would be difficult to conceive that any backward step would 
5be .taken on the suffrage question in that constitutional convention. 
jKo considerable number of delegates could be found who would have 
Ihe temerity to attempt to uudo the work of the present legislature in 
ihe matter of part suffrage, and there is certain to be a pronounced ef- 
fort to complete the suffrage privilege by granting full vote to the 
'Wmen with the same ballot cast by the male voters. It should be so, 
^or there is no logical reason why woman, A-oting at all, should be 
»denied the privilege of voting for all the offices for which men are 
|)ermitted to vote. And with the ladies given a voice in the making and 
the ratification of the new constitution, full suffrage in Indiana begins 
•to take on the very definito semblance of an absolute certainty.

Tsukuba Affair. 


Tokio, Jan. 20.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Naval officers 
ridicule reports that the explosion on 
the battleship-cruisér Tsukuba on Jan- 
uary Ì4 was the work of German spies. 
The Tsukuba sank soon after the ex- 
plosion, 
and 
the 
revised 
estimate 
shows that 157 seamen were killed and 
that at least fifty injured. 


The cause remains a mystery but is 
explained by a naval m a n a s probably 
due to a spontaneous combustion in 
the powder magazine. 
That there w a s 
not a larger loss of life is due to the 
fact that about half of the crew were 
ashore at Yokosuka where the warship 
was at anchor. 


Captain Arima had just arrived on 
board from shore when a tremendous 
road 
was 
heard 
m a n y 
miles 
away, 
and the ship was encased in a pillar 
of smoke and 
flames. 
The concussion 
blew a hole in the hull through which 
the water rushed and within a few 
minutes the ship began to sink. 
There 
were 340 seamen and a f e w officers on 
board at the time. 
Many were killed 
outright and others were blown into 
the sea. 


Launches 
and 
cutters 
were 
dis- 
patched 
to 
the rescue. 
Divers w h o 
made 
an 
investigation found m a n y 
dead men seated about tlie table in the 
mess-room. 
A number of sailors w h o 
were on deck were blown into the air 
and were crushed to death when they 
fell again to the deck. 
"The bodies of 
sixty-two sailors were recovered from 
the sea and it is believed that the re.st 
arc lodged in the wreck of the ship. 


The Tsukuba was the first large war- 
ship to be built in home yards. 
On 
several occasions she conveyed the late 
emperor 
and 
empress during naval 
manuevers. The warship visited Amer- 
ica on the occasion of the Jamestown 
exposition. 
She 
was 
regarded 
as 
rather superannuated and was lately 
used as a training ship of naval gun- 
nery. 


Captain Arima was saved. 
The pic- 
ture of the emperor which hung in tlie 
officers' room was saved by Lieutenant 
Fukumoto who rushed into the apart- 
ment at considerable risk. 
The ship's 
flag was also removed by four seamen 
just as the vessel w a s disappearing.

Honor is the object of a bill just in- 
troduced in the chamber of deputies. 
The intention is to make a distinction 
in the 
pension 
allowances between 
members of the legion, who 
earned 
the red ribbon under flre and 
th^se 
who were decorated as a 
distinction 
for civilian services or military serv- 
ices behind the front. 


The Legion 
or 
Honor 
now dis- 
tributes about ten million francs per 
year 
in 
pensions 
on the following 
schedule, established In 1852: 


Holders of the grand cross, 3,000 
francs per year; commanders, 
2,000 
francs per year; officers 500 francs 
per year; chavaliers, 250 f r a n c s per 
year. 


The authors of this project recall 
that the fundamental idea of the Le- 
gion of Honor was tlie official conse- 
cration 
of- bravery. 
They 
propose 
pensions 
limited 
to 250 francs 
per 
year for soldiers and officers of all 
grades promoted during the war, and 
excluding f r o m their benefits all those 
who were not decorated or promoted 
for actual courage under the enemy's 
fire.

Passenger Traffic in Medit- 
erranean is Almost 
Eliminated. 


Aboard 
S. S. 
Montenegro, Ionian 
Sea, Feb. 10.— (Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—Not a dozen pas- 
senger boats are now plying the Med- 
iterranean, 
whereas before the 
w a r 
there were hundreds: 
the 
rest have 
been requisitioned for war purposes, or 
in the case of Austrian and 
German 
vessels, interned; 
many 
have been 
sunk by submarines 
and 
some re- 
moved to other services where naviga- 
tion is less dangerous. 


The Montenegro is the first passen- 
ger-carrying ship of any 
nationality 
to leave the Piraeus since the flrst of 
last December, the practical beginning 
of the 
allied 
blockade 
of 
Greece, 
though the blockade was officially de- 
clared only December 8th. 
No pas- 
sengers were accepted 
even on 
her 
without special permits from the al- 
lied governments, as the blockade is 
still in effect at this writing. 
It Is said 
that the Greek 
passenger 
steamers 
formerly running f r o m the Piraeus to 
New York, Naples, Marseilles or Bar- 
celona will be taken over by the Brit- 
ish government. 
According to 
the 
Greek owners the British offer to lease 
the ships at so much per ton carries 
with it the alternative that if the offer 
is not accepted no coal will be avail- 
able to run the boats.. The 
second 
largest Greek trans-Atlantic ship, the 
Patris, has been held a t Gibraltar now 
for two months and until the Greek 
shipowners agree to the British pro- 
posals. 


As may be judged f r o m the number 
of vessels sunk by submarines in the 
Mediterranean, an officer on a passen- 
ger ship now has no enviable respon- 
sibility. 
Scarcely one has not 
par- 
ticipated in or at least witnessed the 
sinking of some vessel. 
Aboard 
the 
Montenegro two of the minor officers 
have been on ships submarined; 
one 
was on theScilla sunk 
on 
the 
way 
f r o m the Piraeus to Rhodes, the oth- 
er on the Washington, 
bound f r o m 
Syracuse to Alexandria. 


On the present trip, f r o m Saloniki 
to the Piraeus, a gale forced the Mon- 
tenegro to take refuge in the port of 
Volo, where she arrived badly d a m - 
aged, 
Capt. 
Cantamessa, 
himself, 
having a leg broken and one a r m in a 
sling as a result of the rough weath- 
er. 
On the previous trip the 
same 
captain had a fire in the coal bunkers 
of his vessel and was only able to save 
his ship by half swamping It 
with 
water. 


All 
the 
Mediterranean 
passenger 
ships flying flags of the allied powers 
carry at least one gun aft. as a dis- 
couragement to pursuing submarines. 
As these guns are generally only one 
inchers. while many of the 
modern 
submarines carry three inch guns, ^he 
latter, while out of range of the pas- 
senger vessel, can safely 
cannonade 
her a t will until the passenger ship's 
superior speed pulls her out of range. 


All the 
merchantmen 
officers of 
Mediterranean passenger 
ships 
are 
mobilized, and are expected to put up 
a fight whenever a submarine appears. 
It Is rare, however, that an expert 
gunner is furnished to do the shooting, 
a fact to which the merchant captains 
attribute the small number of sub- 
marines damaged by flre from mer- 
chant vessels.

"And I have a very striking convic- 
tion," rejoined Senator Harding, "that 
we would be living under guarantees 
of peace today rather than trembling 
on the verge of war."

Martine, "if Theodore Roosevelt had

A problem of arming merchant ships 
in addition to providing guns is to 
find gun crews.

women 
of the 
United States stand ready to serve their 
country in war." 


This 
announcement 
followed 
an 
emerge'ncy meeting 
of 
the national 
board, summoned from all over the 
United States. 
Mrs. Medill Patterson 
and Mrs. Tiffany Blake attended from 
Chicago. 
Countess Gizycka, of Chi- 
cago, had a box at the mass meeting. 


Cabinet licaders There. 


So significant did the 
government 
consider the meeting that it sent its 
three most representative men for such 
an occasion, Secretary and Mrs. Ma- 
Adoo, Secretary and Mrs. Daniels, and 
Secretary and Mrs. Baker. 
Mr. Baker 
represented 
the 
government 
In 
a 
speech. 


Mrs. Catt declared the women be- 
lieved that out of the wreck of Euro- 
pean nations will rise a better democ- 
racy, lifting people higher toward the 
light. 
There was nothing, about suf- 
frage and no note of protest, such a.s 
crept into the meetings of other days. 
The issue of the ballot was subordi- 
nated to the common question of na- 
tional defense. 


Mrs. Ida Husted Harper read the 
note that went to the president telling 
what the women proposed to do. 


Here's AVhat They'll Do. 


1. They will establish 
employment 
bureaus for women. 


2. Increase the food supply by train- 
ing women for agi-iculture and teach- 
ing them to eliminate waste. 


3. Assist the Red Cross. 
4. Help Americanize emigrants. 
5. Form conference committees. 
Secretary Baker's speech took for 


its text a clause read by Mrs. Harper. 
It was an exhortation that we of Amer- 
ica learn and teach the doctrine of 
laving, of eliminating waste. 
Crowds 
were congregated to hear if this offi- 
cial emissary of the government should 
say anything significant about war. He 
did not say that we would or would 
not be plunged into it. 
His sentences 
were prefaced with "ifs." 


"Free the Women First." 


But these pai-agrap'hs belong to the 
women. 
To get back to Miss Shaw and 
her keynote: 


"If our government was wise," she 
asserted, "if it had the grasp that we 
women have of our position, the first 
thing it would do would be to grant to 
the women of these United States that 
freedom of citizenship which should 
make them Joy in the service which 
they render their country. 


"It is useless to ask who is responsi- 
ble for this war, to speak of Germany, 
of France, of Great Britain, or Russia. 
Injustice caused this war, and 
that 
which will rankle in the souls ol^the 
women will be a sense of injustice. 
If 
the government will first act with jus- 
tice towards the women of this coun- 
try it will be in position to go before 
the nations of the world with clean 
hands and to try and bring justice and 
right out of this fearful struggle. 
Nev- 
ertheless, our service is for our coun- 
try, and to our pountry we will give 
the best that is in us." 


So it was a suffrage meeting after 
all.

Bankhead Says $85,000,000 
Appropriated is Just 
Starter. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—"I pre- 
dict that the lives of the 
younger 
men now before me will be seen from 
ocean to ocean in the United States 
the greatest system of highways to be 
found anywhere in the world," was the 
prediction of Senator John H. Bank- 
head recently uttered in Atlanta at a 
meeting of its convention bureau, held 
for the purpose of accelerating 
the 
building 
of 
the Bankhead highway 
through the southern states. 


"The present federal appropriation 
of $85,000,000 is but the beginning of 
the work that the national government 
will shortly be doing in the matter of 
road construction," asserted the ven- 
erable chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on postofflces and , postroads, 
"and, before the expiration of the five- 
yèar period in which this money will 
be expended in conjunction with $75,- 
000,000 contributed 
by 
the 
several 
states, I expect to see the congresri 
making appropriations of from $50,- 
000,000 
to 
$75,000,000 annually for 
highways progress." 


It is doubtful If a more enthusiastic 
series of good road meetings have been 
held than the sessions which had to do 
with the Atlanta gathering in connec- 
tion with the Bankhead highway, to 
extend from Washington to Richmond. 
Va., to Atlanta. Ga., to Birmingham, 
Ala., to Memphis, Tenn., 
and 
then 
across Arkansas and on to the Pacific 
coast over a route not yet 
decided 
upon. 
Governor Harris of 
Georgia, 
Mayor Candler of Atlanta, and .ludge 
T. E. Patterson, chairman of the state 
highway commission, were among tho 
speakers 
at the 
luncheon given in 
honor of the Alabama senator whose 
name was coupled with that of Repre- 
sentative D. W. Shackleford of Mis- 
souri, in the passage of the federal aid 
road act. 


A'alue of Good Roads. 


The concensus of opinion and

subsequent

meeting was that a great 
highway 
made up of Inter-communlcatlng state 
post roads, would prove of incalcula- 
ble 
benefit 
to 
the 
states 
passed 
through and would meet our national 
necessities, commercially, socially and 
for defense. 
Senator Bankhead, 
in 
the course of his adaress, dwelt par- 
ticularly upon the great wisdom 
of 
keep'ng in mind at this time the part 
which 
connecting 
highways 
would 
serve In 
military 
mobilization pur- 
poses. 
It was agreed that the use of 
combined 
federal and 
state 
money 
should have i-eference to roads which 
serve the greatest number of people 
and relieve the states of a percentage 
of their expensive highways and thus 
make It possible for the states to give 
increased co-operation to the counties 
on the essential market roads. 


In Birmingham, April 19. there will 
be held probably the most important 
gathering yet of the Bankhead high- 
way, for the governors of practically 
all the states Included in the i-oute 
have given assurance of being pres- 
ent. 


Immediately the complete route is 
settled upon, the touring information 
board of 
the 
American Automobile 
association, 
with national

will add the route to Its strip maps,

Fully Eealized in Ger- 
man Capital. 


Berlin, Feb. 
10.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—Under the 
leadership of 
Former 
Secretary 
of 
State Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, the so- 
called Greater Berlin association for 
the institution of small homes, is try- 
ing to arouse the city to the present 
evils of tenement house living and Its 
closely-related problems 
of 
childless 
families. 


I'artly becau.se of the tenements, one 
fourth of all marriages are now child- 
less. 
Since ] 8 90 the number of ftrst- 
born children has gone back by 20 
per cent.; the number of second born 
by 42 per cent.; the number of third 
bnrn by 63 per cent.; and the number 
of fourth b^rn and beyond by 70 per 
cent. 
During the 
.same 
period 
the 
deaths from tuberculosis In the city 
averaged 20 per cent, of all 
deaths, 
while in the Province of Brandenburg, 
in which Berlin lies, the average was 
only 13.4 per cent., and in East Prus- 
sia but 11.9 per cent. 


In Berlin, where 77.5 per cent, of 
the 
inhabitants 
live 
in 
tenements, 
only 42 per cent, of the males of mili- 
tary age were fit for military service, 
while in 
Duesseldorf, 
for 
example, 
where only 20.7 per cent, of the popu- 
lation is similarly 
housed, 
65.8 per 
cent, have been found to be physically 
equipped for the army and navy. 


The remedy for the situation, or one 
feasible remedy at least, the tenement 
reformers believed, lies with the state, 
which owns in the neighborhood 
of 
Berlin vast tracts of aeml-forest land 
which is of little value as such, 
but 
v/hlch could easily and advantageously 
be transformed into colonies of 
one 
family dwellings. 


Within a radius of twelve or thir- 
teen miles of Berlin, Prussia owns suf- 
flcient 
land, it is maintained, to ac- 
commodate comfortably and 
health- 
ily between 250,000 and 300,000 per- 
sons in single family houses with con- 
necting gardens, and which could be 
Kold on easy terms to middle class fam- 
ilies, both to their advantage and to 
the profit of the state.

Y. M. C. A. Secretary Peirce 
Talks of Problem of 
« the Young Man. 


That the problem of thje young man 
is but 40 per cent his proiblem; 60 per 
ber cent of it is that, of his parents, 
was the declaration of Secsretary B. W. 
Peirce, of the City Y. M. C. A., in the 
course of his address Suiiday evening 
at the Wayne street M. E. church. 
Mr. 
Peirce delivered another in the series 
of welfare talks which are being given 
each Sunday evening at the 
Wayne 
street church. 


The Y. M. C. A. head approached his 
subject with a manifestly broad sym- 
pathy and a thorough understanding of 
the needs of the young man. and of the 
vital importance of correct, influences 
and wholesome surroundiisgs 
during 
the critical years from IS to 21. 
Citing 


some of the pitfalls that are open to 
him, he expressed the view that the 
surprise was not that so many fell so 
much as that so many escaped, clean in 
mind, sound in body and prepared to 
take on the duties of lofty citizenship. 


Mr. Peirce pleaded for m closer com- 
radeship, more intimate relation and a 
deeper interest between the young man 
and the parent. 
He urged frankness 
apd confidence and wholesome over- 
sight in the boy's tendencies, his com- 
panionships and his methods 6f amuse- 
ment. 
The church, he declared, had 
not yet measured up to its full duty in 
providing for the social activities of 
the young people, and he spoke at 
some lengrth on the efforts of the Young 
Men's Christian association to aid in 
this important work, though it had 
never been the policy of the Y. M. C. A., 
he said, to take over any work which 
another organization was doing as w^ell 
or better than the Y. M. C. A. 
He ex- 
pressed the belief that in this forma- 
tive period of the boy's life the lad 
would eagerly respond to the oppor- 
tunity for clean, wholesome relaxation 
and elevating companionships, and he 
pleaded with fathers, mothers and so- 
ciety generally to take a more definite 
interest in the welfare of the young 
man.

This is the means or method being used to compel the contractors who are erecting the "Central Building" to unionize their employes or workmen, and it is entire- 
ly beyond the control of the Central Grocery, inasmuch as this store cannot exercise any authority over these contractors to use union labor or prevent them from employ- 
ing non-union workmen. 


We have used our influence and efforts to persuade and induce the contractors to use union labor but we cannot force them to do so. The contracts were let and the 
work begun before we were approached on the union labor question, there this matter rests entirely in the hands of these several contractors, and the Central Grocery 
refuses to be drawn into a controversy in which it has no voice, and less control or command. 


We wish also to take exception to an article which appeared in the Journal-Gazette of the 25th^^inst., in the form of a report from E. T. Drew, Business Agent of the 
Fort Wayne Building Trades Council, stating that the Freiburger job is still out on strike; there is no strike on at this building and the truth of his statement stands no 
better test than does the word "unfair" as used on the sticker referred to above.

Text of President Wilson's 


Plea to Congress for Power 


Washington, Feb. 26.—In his address 


to congress today asking power for 
armed neutrality. President Wilson 
spoke as follows: 


"I have again asked the privilege of 


addressing you because we are moving 
through critical times during which 
It seems to me to be my duty to keep 
In close touch with the house of con- 
gress so neither action or council shall 
run at cross purposes. 


"On the third of February I official- 


ly informed you of the sudden and un- 
expected action of the imperial <re-- 
man government in declaring its inten- 
tion to disregard promises made to this 
government in April last and under- 
take Immediate submarine operations 
againstall commerce, whether of bellig- 
erents or neutrals that should seek to 
approach England and Ireland, the 
Atlantic coasts of Europe, or the har- 
bors of the eastern Mediterranean and 
to conduct those operations without 
regard to the established restrictions of 
international practice, without regard 
to any consideration of humanity even 
which might interfere with their ob- 
servance. The threat was immediately 
put into practice. It has now been 
in execution for nearly four weeks. 


Neutral Commerce Suffers. 


"Its practical results are not fully 


disclosed. The commerce of other 
neutral nations is suffering severely, 
but not, perhaps very much more se- 
verely than it was already suffering 
before the drat of February when the 
new policy of the imperial government 
was put into operation. We have asked 
the co-operation of other neutral gov- 
ernments to prevent these depreda- 
tions, but 1 fear none of thorn thought 
it was wise to .join us. Our own com-

Armed Neutrality as 


Authorities Define It 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Armed neu- 


trality is described by authorities on 
international law as military measures 
for the purpose of defending rights of 
neutrals against threatening infringe- 
ments on the part of a belligerent. It 
has generally concerned more than 
one power and the most striking his- 
torical instances of armed neutrality 
were those of the northern European 
powers in 1780 arid 1800 made to de- 
fend the principle of free ships and 
free goods adopted by treaty between 
the Baltic powers and opposed by Eng- 
land. 


"If the commercial interests of sev- 
eral nations," says one authority, "a.re 
threatened by unjust or 
unlawful 


measures on the part of a belligerent 
which they deem unjust or dangerous, 
there can be no question of their right 
to secure their menaced interests by 
such combinations as seem best cal- 
culated to accomplish that purpose. 


"An armed neutrality Is in fact an 


alliance ot several powers, usually of 
a defensive character, though this is 
by no means essential." 


During the present war Holland and 


Switzerland have maintained what 
amounts to an armed neutrality al- 
though It luis been confined to land. 


Armed noutrtUity was adopted by the 


United States soon after 1778 when war 
broke out betwen France and Spain and 
France and Great Britain. Neutrals be- 
came alanncd at the dangers with which 
the maritime rights were threatened and 
the empress of Russia undertook to unite 
them in defense of their nuetral rights. ' 
This formed the basis of treaty between 
Russia, Denmark, Sweden and Portugal. 
They formed a league which under tli« ' 
name of armed neutrality, undertook to 
preserve inviolate the maritime rights 
of neutrals. 
These 
declarations were 


recognized by the treaty of peace TJe- 
tween Great Britain and France and. 
were the established law of nations with 
United Stales in 1783 rcsognized as 
independent by the powers of the world. 


The last time the United States was 


in a state of armed neutrality was dur- • 
ing the war between France and Eng- 
land, which ended with the downfall of 
Napoleon. 
After 
many acts against 


American commerce bound for England, 
France on January IS, 1780, decreed that 
every vessel found at sea loaded with 
merchandise produced in England or her 
possessions could be made ft prize. Many 
American vessels were seized and in 
.limitary, 1789, President Madison began 
to obtain authority to protect American 
shipping and put'the States in better 
shape to make wax if it became necM- 
sary.

I 
wish to feel that the authority and 
the power of the congress are behind 
me in whatever may become necessary 
for me to do. We are jointly the serv- 
ants of the people and must act to- 
gether and In their spirit, so far an we 
can divine and interpret It.

"No one doubts that It is our duty 


to do so. We must defend our com- 
merce and the lives of our people in 
the midst of the present trying circum- 
stances with discretion but with clear 
and steadfast purpose.

Amsterdam, Feb. 20.—In an Inter- 


view in the Taes'ich Rundschau, Al- 
bert Ballin, director general of the 
Hamburg-American line, 'says that 
Germany can be most highly satisfied 
with the success so far of unrestricted 
submarine warfare. Herr Ballin says 
that the objeect of the campaign was 
not to sink ships but to stop commerce 
with England and that this had been 
fully attained as neutral traffic was 
stagnating. 


Referring to the German ships 


lying in United States harbors Herr 
Ballin says that a treaty existed be- 
tween Germany and America which 
did not allow confiscation and that he 
had no ground to assume that the 
United States would not observe this 
treaty. President Wilson, he added, 
had based the rupture of 'diplomatic 
relations on internationals and that 
lie considered quite impossible that 
the president himself would disregard 
international agreement. 


"Germany's aim," he concluded, "is 


to issue from the war 
victorious. 


With victory she will have won all; 
without it she will have lost all."

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Voting for the Vote. 


Tlie provision in the new Indiana part-suffrage law which be- 


stows upon women the right to vote next September for delegates to 
•the constitutional convention marks a departure that is unique in the 
history of the suffrage movement. It will be the first instance in the 
tlnited States or elsewhere in which the ladies are permitted by bal- 
lot to have a voice in saying whether or no they shall have the full 
suffrage privilege. The circumstance is so unique, and is held of such 
.vital importance to the suffrage cause that the Indiana action has 
been made the subject of a special bulletin just issued by the National 
.American "Woman Suffrage association, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington. 


Equal suffrage has thus far been granted in the United States 


iolely by consent of the men, observes the bulletin, but both in the 
choice of delegates to the constitutional convention and in the vote on 
the ratification of their work, the women will have full opportunity 
io speak through the ballot box. 
One may bo very certain that the 


question of full equal suffrage will cut a very large figure when it 
comes to framing the new constitution. Indeed, it is likely to be an 
important consideration in the selection of delegates to the convention 
body; With the ballot in their hands the women will in all probabil- 
ity insist on knowing something of the views of tho candidates for 
delegates before they go to the polls in September. 


: 
It would be difficult to conceive that any backward step would 


be taken on the suffrage question in that constitutional convention. 
No considerable number of delegates could be found who would have 
the temerity to attempt to undo the work of the present legislature in 
the matter of part suffrage, and there is certain to be a pronounced ef- 
fort to complete the suffrage privilege by granting full vote to the 
women with the same ballot cast by the male voters. It should be so, 
for there is no logical reason why woman, voting at all, should be 
denied tho privilege of voting for all the offices for which men arc 
permitted to vote. Aud with the ladies given a voice in the making and 
the ratification of the new constitution, full suffrage in Indiana begins 
to take on the very definite semblance of an absolute certainty.

The republican filibuster m the senate -which a few days ajjo 


threatened to keep congress continuously in session to and including 
March 4 has happily been ended by agremcnt. While directed chiefly 
against the administration's revenue program, it would have had the 
effect of completely blocking all legislation had it been persisted in by 
those statesmen who felt at the moment impelled to avail themselves 
of senatorial privilege to talk and talk and talk about everything un- 
der the sun save revenues and thus kill the time until the lapse of con- 
gress by constitutional limitation. Congress is another of the institu- 
tions that is difficult to understand and at times impossible of ex- 
planation. There may be occasions when the filibuster is justified— 
even when it may serve a good purpose. But at the present juncture 
in international affairs, it will strike the average plain, patriotic 
American citizen out over the, country that the first duty of a senator 
is to help and not hinder the president who is already carrying mon- 
umental burdens which may yet grow heavier. 


Tji the rash of its final week's business, we trust the Indiana leg- 


islature will not fail to pass Eepresentative Hyland's measure which 
would increase the penalties for carrying concealed weapons. There 
is already a law against "pistol-toting," but it does not adequately 
cover the situation and the penalty it provides is never taken serious- 
ly. The regulation should, be made drastic, also, against the indis- 
criminate sale of firearms. Not once in a hundred times in which pis- 
tols are carried today is there any sort of justification for it. Life 
will be conserved and trouble saved for many persons if the Indiana 
law can be made stringent enough to eliminate the carrying of con- 
cealed arms by all save duly-constituted officers of the law. 


Miss Jeanette Kankin, elected Jo congress from Montana, has 


thus far stood out stoutly against the blandishments of the five gentle- 
men who will constitute the independent faction in the new congress 
who have sought to persuade her to align herself with the independent 
cause. Miss Eankin evidently knows a thing or two about the polit- 
ical game.

The act does neither harm nor 
good. The story is that some congress- 
man wanted to show up the financial 
backing of a paper that found fault 
with him. Whether he succeeded or 
not, we do not know. It doesn't mat- 
ter. The press of the country simply 
has to publish certain information 
which interests no ono and file reports 
with the postoflice which disappear In 
its records. That's all there Is to It. 
Now comes Senator Stono with threats 
of muzzling and Senator Owens with a 
proposition to have all political ad- 
vertising marked "advertising" on pain 
of heavy penalty. 
Our patriots at 


Washington plainly are feeling for 
something that will Injure the busi- 
ness of the press or hurt its feelings. 
They haven't hit upon the trick yet.

Ridicule Reports on 


Tsukuba Affair. 


Tokio, Jan. 20.—(Correspondence of 


the 'Associated Press.)—Naval officers 
ridicule reports that the explosion on 
the battleship-cruiser Tsukuba on Jan- 
uary i4 was the work of German spies. 
The Tsukuba sank soon after the ex- 
plosion, and the revised e'stimate 
shows that 157 seamen were killed and 
that at least fifty injured. 


The cause remains a mystery but is 


explained by a naval man as probably 
due to a spontaneous combustion in 
the powder magazine. That there was 
not a larger loss of life is due to the 
fact that about half of the crew were 
ashore at Yokosuka where the warship 
was at anchor. 


Captain Arima had just arrived on 


board from shore when a. tremendous 
road was heard many miles away, 
and the ship was encased in a pillar 
of smoke and flames. The concussion 
blew a hole in the hull through which 
the water rushed and within a few 
minutes the ship began to sink. There 
were 340 seamen and a few officers on 
board at the time. Many were killed 
outright and others were blown into 
the sea. 


Launches and cutters were dis- 


patched to the rescue. 
Divers who 


made 
an 
investigation found many 


dead men seated about the table In the 
mess-room. 
A number of sailors who 


were on deck were blown into the air 
and were crushed to death when they 
foil again to the deck. The bodies of 
sixty-two sailors were recovered from 
the sea and it? is believed that the rest 
are lodged in the wreck of the ship. 


The Tsukuba was the first large war- 


ship to be built in home yards. On 
several occasions she conveyed the lato 
emperor and empress during naval 
manuevers. Tho warship visited Amer- 
ica on the occasion of tho Jamestown 
exposition. 
She was regarded as 


rather superannuated and was lately 
usad as a training ship of naval gun- 
nery. 


Captain Arima was saved. The pic- 


ture of tho emperor which hung in the 
officers' room was saved by Lieutenant 
Fukumoto who rushed into the apart- 
ment at considerable risk. The ship's 
flag was also removed by four seamen 
just as tho vessel was disappearing.

clared only December 8th. No pas 
gangers were accepted even on he; 
without special permits from the al 
lied governments, as the blockade ii 
still in effect at this writing. It is said 
that the Greek 
passenger steamers 


formerly running from the Piraeus to 
New York, Naples, Marseilles or Bar- 
celona will be taken over by the Brit- 
ish government. 
According to the 


Greek owners the British offer to lease 
the ships at so much per ton carries 
with it the alternative that If the offer 
is not adcepted no coal will be. avail- 
able to run the boats. The second 
largest Greek trans-Atlantic ship, the 
Patrls, has been held at Gibraltar now 
for two months and until the Greek 
shipowners agrco to the British pro- 
posals.

Indinnopolls. Ind.. Feb. 2G.—The 


final test of tho excise tax bill, the bill 
advocated by Governor Goodrich a3 
"one of the most important .of the ses- 
.••'.on," was scheduled in the senate to- 
i':iy. The printed amendments, reduc- 
ing the rates and making other changes 
in the bill had been in tho hands of tho 
M.'nators over Sunday and it was ex- 
pected they had informed themselves 
in sufficient manner to vote without 
protracted debate. 


No denial is made either by the sup- 


porters of tho measure or by its oppo- 
nents that the division of sentiment is 
even more mystifying than in the pro- 
hibition measure which did not show 
n decisive alignment until very shortly 
before its passage.

A problem of arming merchant ships 


In addition to providing guns Is to 
find gun crews. If regular navy gun 
crews, commanded by naval officers 
are placed aboard the vessels, it Is ar- 
gued that they would become national 
vessels. Many regard that course as 
being In effect a war move. On the 
other hand It. is argued that loaning of 
guns to private companies and the 
employment of those companies of ci- 
vilian gun crews would not nationalize 
tho vessels.

board, summoned from all over tho 
United States. Mrs. Medill Patterson 
and Mrs. Tiffany Blake attended from 
Chicago. 
Countess Gizycka, of Chi- 


cago, had a box at the mass meeting. 


Cabinet Leaders There. 


So significant did the government 


consider the meeting that it sent its 
three most representative men for such 
an occasion, Secretary and Mrs. Ma- 
Adoo, Secretary and Mrs. Daniels, and 
Secretary and Mrs. Baker. Mr. Baker 
represented 
the 
government 
In a 


speech. 


Mrs. Catt declared the women be- 


lieved that out of the wreck of Euro- 
pean nations will rise a better democ- 
racy, lifting- people higher toward tho 
light.

"It Is useless to ask who Is responsi- 


ble for this war, to upeak of Germany, 
of France, of Great Britain, or Russia. 
Injustice caused this war, and that 
which will rankle in the souls of the 
women will be a sense of Injustice. If 
the government will first act with jus- 
tice towards the women of this coun- 
try it will be in position to go before 
the nations of the world with clean 
hands and to try and bring justice and 
right out of this fearful struggle. Nev- 
ertheless, our service is for our coun- 
try, and to our country we will give 
the best that is in us." 


So it was a suffrage meeting after 


all.

Appropriated is Just 


Starter. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—"I pre- 


dict that the lives of the younger 
men now before me will be seen from 
ocean to ocean in the United States 
the greatest system of highways to be 
found anywhere in the world," was the 
prediction of Senator John H. Bank- 
head recently uttered in Atlanta at a 
meeting of its convention bureau, held 
for the purpose of accelerating the 
building of the Bankhead highway 
through the southern states. 


"The present federal appropriation 


of $85,000,000 is but the beginning of 
the work that the national government 
will shortly be doing in the matter of 
road construction." asserted the ven- 
erable chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on postoffices and postroads. 
"and. before the expiration of the five- 
year period in which this money will 
be expended in conjunction with $75,- 
000.000 contributed by the 
several 


states, I expect to see the congress 
making appropriations of from $50,- 
000,000 to 
$75,000,000 annually for 


highways progress." 


It is doubtful if a more enthusiastic 


series of good road meetings have been 
held than the sessions which had to do 
with the Atlanta gathering in connec- 
tion with the Bankhead highway, to 
extend from Washington to Richmond, 
Va., to Atlanta. Ga., to Birmingham, 
Ala., to Memphis, Tenn., and 
then 


across Arkansas and on to the Pacific 
coast over a route not yet decided 
upon. 
Governor Harris of Georgia, 


Mayor Candlcr of Atlanta, and Judge 
T. E. Patterson, chairman of tho statu 
highway commission, were among tho 
speakers 
at the 
luncheon given in 


honor of tho Alabama senator whoSo 
name was coupled with that of Repre- 
sentative D. W. Shackleford of Mis- 
souri, in the passage of the federal aid 
road act. 


Value nf Good Roads. 


The concensus of opinion and tho 


subsequent action of tho business 
meeting was that a great highway 
made up of inter-communicating state 
post roads, would prove of incalcula- 
ble 
benefit 
to 
the states 
passed 


through and would meet our national 
necessities, commercially, socially and 
for defense. 
Senator Bankhead. in 


tho course of his address, dwelt par- 
ticularly upon tho great wisdom of 
keep'ng in mind at this time tho part 
which connecting highways would 
servo In 
military 
mobilization pur- 


poses. It was agreed that the use of 
combined federal and state money 
should have reference to roads which 
serve the greatest number of people 
and relievo the states of a percentage 
of their expensive highways and thus 
mako It possible for the states to glvo 
Increased co-operation to the counties 
on the essential market roads. 


In Birmingham, April 19, thoro will 


be hold probably tho most Important 
gathering yet of tho Bankhead high- 
way, 
for the governors of practically 


all tho states included in the routo 
have given assurance of being pres- 
ent. 


Immediately the complete route is 


settled upon, the touring information 
board of the 
American Automobile 


association, with national headquar- 
ters in Washington and New York, 
will add the route to Its strip maps, 
besides which the Bankhead High- 
way association 
will 
sign-post the 


great road from Washington across 
the southern states to Memphis and 
then to whatever city may be decided 
upon as the terminating point on the 
Pacific coast.

Evils of Tenement Living 


Fully Realized in Ger- 


man Capital. 


Berlin, Feb. 10.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press)—Under the 
leadership of Former Secretary of 
State Dr. Bernnard Dernburg, the so- 
called Greater Berlin association for 
the institution of small homes, Is try- 
ins to arouse the city to the present 
evils of tenement house llx-ing and its 
closely-related problems of childless 
families. 


Tartly because of the tenements, one 


fourth of all marriages are now child- 
less. 
, Since 1890 the number of first- 


born children has gone back by 20 
per cent.; tho number of second born 
by 42 per cent.; tho number of third 
born by 63 per cent; and the number 
of fourth born and beyond by 70 per 
cent. During the same period the 
deaths from tuberculosis in the city 
averaged 20 per cent, of all deaths, 
while in the Province of Brandenburg, 
In which Berlin lies, the average was 
only 13.4 per cent, and In East Prus- 
sia but 11.9 per cent. 


In Berlin, where 77.5 per cent, of 


the Inhabitants live in tenements, 
only 42 per cent, of the males of mili- 
tasy age were fit for military service, 
while in Duesseldorf, for example, 
where only 20.7 per cent, of the popu- 
lation is similarly housed, 65.8 per 
cent, have been found to be physically 
equipped for the army and navy. 


The remedy for the situation, or one 


feasible remedy at least, the tenement 
reformers believed, lies with the state, 
which owns In the neighborhood of 
Berlin vast tracts of semi-forest land 
which Is of little value as such, but 
which could easily and advantageously 
be transformed into colonies of one 
family dwellings. 


Within a radius of twelve or thir- 


teen miles of Berlin, Prussia owns suf- 
ficient land, It is maintained, to ac- 
commodate comfortably and health- 
ily between 2M.OOO and 300,000 per- 
sons in single family houses with con- 
necting gardens, and which could be 
sold on easy terms to middle class fam- 
ilies, both to their advantage and to 
the profit of the state.

Talks of Problem of 


the Young Man. 


That the problem of the young man 


Is but 40 per cent his problem; 60 per 
ber cent of It Is that of his parents, 
was the declaration of Secretary E. TV. 
Peirce, of the City T. M. C. A., In the 
course of his address Sunday evening 
at the "Wayne street M. E. church. Mr. 
Peirce delivered another in the series 
of welfare talks which are being given 
each Sunday evening at the Wayne 
street church. 


Th« T. M. C. A. head approached his 


subject'with a manifestly broad sym- 
pathy and a thorough understanding of 
the needs of the young man, and of tho 
vital importance of correct influences 
and wholesome surroundings during 
the critical years from 18 to 31. Citing 


some of the pitfalls that are open to 
him., he expressed the view that tha 
surprise was not that so many fell so 
much as that so many escaped, dead in 
mjnd, sound in body and prepared to 
take on the duties of lofty citizenship. 


Mr. Peirce pleaded for <*> closer com- 


radeship, more intimate relation and a 
deeper interest between the young man 
and the parent. He urged frankness 
and confidence and wholesome over- 
sight in the boy's tendencies, his com- 
panionships and his methods of amuse- 
ment. The church, he declared, had 
not yet measured up to Its full duty in 
providing for tho social activities of 
the young people, and he spoke at 
some length on the efforts of the Toung 
Men's Christian association to aid in 
this Important work, though it had 
never been the policy of the Y. M. C. A., 
he said, to take over any work which 
another organization was doing as well 
or better than the T. M. C. A. He ex- 
pressed tho belief that in this forma- 
tive period of the boy's life the lad 
would eagerly respond to the oppor- 
tunity for clean, wholesome relaxation 
and elevating companionships, and he 
pleaded with fathers, mothers and so- 
ciety generally to tako a more definite 
interest in the welfare of the young 
man.

Son of Capitalist 
Meets 


Death in a Hunting 


Accident. 


Brunswick, Ga., Feb. 26.—Edwin 


Gould, Jr., son and heir of the capital- 
ist and grandson of the late Jay Gould, 
who was spending: a visit at his father's 
winter home, on Jekyl Island, -was kill- 
ed almost Instantly late Saturday even- 
ing by tho discharge of a shotgun in 
his hands while he was endeavoring 
to dispatch a large raccoon found In a 
trap he had set for the animal. 


In company with Noyes Reynolds, 


who is the tutor of the children of 
Tracy Downs on Jekyl Island, young 
Gould left Jokyl Island Saturday after- 
noon in a canoe for Latham's Ham- 
mock, a small Island about two miles 
from Jekyl Island and which is owned 
by his father. 


Hemorrhage Fatal. 


Young Gould found a large 'coon 


fastened in one of the traps and'began 
to strike it with the butt of his gun; 
the gun was discharged, the load of 
shot at close range penetrating his 
left groin, making a wound about two 
inches in diameter, severing the fe- 
moral artery and lodging in the pelvis. 
He died of profuse hemorrhage from 
the wound before any assistance could 
be rendered him. 


His companion, crazed with grief, 


tried to drag the body to the canoe, 
but was unable to do so. Reynolds 
himself fell into the water and experi- 
enced some
